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Regulations for the Importation of Foreign Medicine 
-into Russia. 

The rules for the importation of foreign medicines into 
Russia are given in a recent issue of the “Board of Trade Jour- 
nal,” as follows: 

Permission for the importation of foreign medicines is 
granted by the Medical Council in accordance with the follow- 
ing rules confirmed by the Minister of the Interior in agree- 
ment with the Minister of Finances: 

1. The Medical Council proceeds to the examination of med- 
icines proposed to be imported only when a detailed descrip- 
tion of their component parts shall be supplied. 

2. Foreign compound medicines may be imported if, in ac- 
cordance with Section 355 of the Medical Code, edition 1892, 
they do not contain in their constitution any injurious or 
poisonous substances liable to such rapid deterioration that 
the medicine in a majority of cases would reach the consumer 
in a form considerably changed. 

3. Before finally deciding the question as to whether a given 
medicine may be imported into the country or not, the Med- 
ical Council shall ascertain the nature of its component parts 
by means of chemical analysis. 

Observation.—A chemical analysis shall not be made, only 
when an applicant shall present a formal certificate of chemical 
analysis of the medicine sought to be imported; but the 
analysis must have been made by a foreign or Russian institu- 
tion, the competency of which shall be recognized by the Med- 
ical Council. 

4. When granting permission to import compound medi- 
cines, the Medical Council shall in each case indicate whether 
the medicine allowed to be introduced into the country may be 
purchasable only in apothecary shops, or, in addition to these 
shops, at druggists’ stores. 

5. The Medical Council notifies for the information of the 
public at large the name of each compound medicine which is 
allowed to be imported, in the “Official Gazette,” ‘Financial 
Gazette,” and the “Gazette of Public Hygiene and Judicial and 
Practical Medicine,” published by the Medical Department. 

6. The foreign compound medicines allowed, or prohibited, 
to be imported are entered on respective lists. These lists are 
annually revised by the Medical Council and are then supplied 
for publication to the Department of Customs not later than 
March 1-13th of each year. 


A New History of French Pharmacy. 


According to the “Pacific Medical Journal” for October, 
a chemical and pharmaceutical laboratory, the first of its kind 
in India, was opened at Rajkote Kathiawar, Western India, 
on November 2oth of last year. The building, constructed at 
a cost of Rs. 30,000, is the gift of Azam Wala Laxmon Meram, 
chief of Thana Deoli. His fellow chiefs have adopted the labo- 
ratory as one of their central institutions and have voted Rs. 
7,500 for the apparatus and an annual grant of Rs. 8,628 for 
the maintenance of the institution. The staff of the laboratory, 
consisting of H. L. Lee, formerly lecture assistant in the school 
of the British Pharmaceutical Society, with two native assis- 
tants, and a clerk, has already done one term of very satis- 
factory work with twenty-one students. The object of this 
laboratory is “to teach the native medical men or vaidyas the 
proper method of preparing drugs from Indian herbs, to in- 
vestigate more carefully the properties of those in use, and to 
discover the virtues of others which, though used locally by 
herbalists, are not yet known to Western science.” Of the 
twenty-one students, thirteen hold scholarships provided by 
different States. The remaining eight are private students 
studying at their own expense. 


In 1897 in Germany 1,383,700,000 gallons of beer were con- 
sumed; 1I,192,000,000 were drunk in Great Britain; 180,000,000 
in France, and 90,000,000 in Russia. It is estimated that 36 
gallons per head are drunk in Belgium, 32 in Great Britain, 25 
in Germany, 21 in Denmark, 12 in Switzerland, 10 in United 
States, 9 in Holland, 5 in France, 3% in Norway, 2% in 
Sweden, and 1 in Russia. A writer in The North American 
Review declares that a large quantity of beer is consumed in 
order to satisfy the craving for the elements which are elim- 
inated from wheat in making white bread.
